RfguThe open marauding of the Confed. 
crates is in marked contrast with the con- 
servatism which controls the Fedsral Gov 
eminent. On one side there is respect for 
law and order — i careful regard for the 
rights of private citizens, and a wish to 
preserve in times of treason the rights even 
of those who are in rebellion against the 
Union Every step, as far as consistent 
with public safety, has been taken with 
scrupulous care to avoid injuring any one 
or invading the laws of the United Btates 
On the other band, a most reckless contempt 
for law and order, the most wicked diaboli. 
cal fieniishness in spirit and action, and 
the most unscrupulous disregard even of 
their own pledges, is made by Secessionists. 
Not a promise they have made which they 
have not broken. The very base of all the 
movement was “State Rights.” Upon that 
dootrine Sourh Carolina, having learned her 
principles from Calhoon, and smarting 
under the defeat of 1832, instituted the 
present rebellion. This Government was 
declared not to be an indivisible nation of 
co erdinate States, but a league of States, 
with the reserved right in each, to the detri 
meat of all the otaers, to determine the re 
l&tionship between them, and it was 
proudly announced by a distinguished 
South Carolinian, in the Convention that 
formed the present Confederate States, that 
by it a new theory of government had been 
established — the right of “secession” — the 
absolute, unconditional, unqualified right of 
a Stale to break up the arrangement exist- 
ing. and peaceably to leave their new 
Union. It is not worth while to criticise 
this novel theory, so startling in its decla- 
ration. and to show that it is suicidal; we 
only give it as evidenoe that the extremest 
theory of “State Rights” was adopted. 

As a clincher to this, Virginia, on enter- 
ing into the rebellious confederation, de- 
clared her right to leave the new alliance at 
any time. It will be seea that State sov- 
ereignty in their professions dominates over 
the general government. It is the corner- 
stone of the whole fabric in theory, 'but not 
in practice It is declared to be a voluntary 
union, entered into at will, and determina 
ble by any State. The Confederate States 
are not married, but are living together par 
amours, and either party can quit when the 
“free love” is exhausted, or when the 
“affinities” change. 

In this State, while the doctrine of “State 
^ rights,” as a reserved right of a State under 
the Constitution, to secede at will and not- 
withstanding the opposition of the other 
States, was not held, yet the dootrine was 
pushed very nearly as far. It was declared 
that whatever coarse the State pursued, 
whether to regain in the Union or revolu 
lionize *ut of it, it was the duty of all good 
oitizens to abide by it. 

We have time and again heard declara- 
tions to this effect Major Breckinridge 
made it the basis of all his speeches, and has 
lepeatedly declared, both from the husting 
and from his p ace in the Senate, that what 
ever cour:e Kentucky pursued, he, as 
a good citizen, would abide by it. He would 
sot act as her Senator if she took a certain 
course, but he would abide by her decision 
as a good and loyal son. 

Gov. Magoffin has made similar declara- 
tions repeatedly, as indeed have all of those 
who have been moBt prominent in institut- 
ing the present civil war in Kentucky. The 
Governor, in h:s recent message, may be 
said to push this theory to the very extreme 
of South Carolinaism. We do not desire to 
find fault with him since he appears to be act- 
ing up to his feilh, not willingly, perhaps, but 
6till doing so. If a proclamation is wrenched 
out of him as if it were a jaw tooth, still it 
does come. This “State Rights” doctrine 
then, has been clearly and repeatedly 
f avowed. It is the basis of the Confederate 
States, and cf the Southern Rights party, 
flow have they acted up to it? E.ecall to 
mind the fatal step which Virginia made, 
and let us sec how it has been respected 
there — for it is tcatcely worth wnile to 
recall the fact that the people of the far 
Southern States did not vote upen the 
question of Secession In Virginia a Con- 
vention, elected as Union men, declared the 
State out of the Union, subject to ihe vote of 
the people. Before that vote was cast — a 
month before it was cast — Jeff. Davis had 
occupied Virginia with an hundred thousand 
men, every man of whom, it will be recol- 
lected, though from other States, voted for 
Secession. Stales Rights was theu igno- 
miniously trampled into the dirt. 

Missouri is another victim of the same 
wicked falsehood. She has voted to remain 
in the Union, voted overwhelmingly for it, 



and yet an army invades her soil, and at 
length, by a fiat of imperial will, ia viola, 
lion of States Rights or any rights, Jeff 
Davis declares it a part of his Southern 
Confederacy. Oar own State is a still more 
glaring and shameful example of their 
falsehood. We have had the “ States 
Rights” discussed here more than anywhere 
else. Virginia went out in a whirlwind, but 
here in Kentucky we have had limo for die 
cuseion, and have discussed and ventilated 
the celebrated Kentucky resolution of ’98, in 
every newspaper and on every stump. The 
Secession party planted themselves firmly 
upon the right of the people of a State to 
determine the position of the State. They 
had three separate trials at the ballot box, 
and at each, were overwhelmingly defeated. 
If ever a people votod distinctly and 
positively upon any question; and if 
the most ultra “State’s Rights” 
man required satisfaction, he certainly had 
it. How have they eince acted? Are they 
not now arming and bringing an invading 
army into the State for the express purpose 
of trampling under foot that expressed will 
of the people? They have proved their 
total and uUer falseness, not only to the 
Union and the State, but also to their own 
principles, and are convicted of it. 

The difference in political theory between 
the Union men and the rebels is no less 
marked than their difference in practice 
On the one side we find one party building 
bridges, erec'ing locks and dams, improving 
in art, commerce and navigation; on the 
other we find them destroying these very 
things. Women and children, at the dead 
hour of night, are precipitated into ravines 
and rivers by Secessionists, and it is the 
Union men who provide them with hospitals 
and nurses. One army is now marchiDg 
from our sweet sister State. Tennessee, to 
burn Louisville, while the other is rapidly 
forming to protect it. One army has laid 
waste the land, robbed the houses about 
BowliDggreen, and the other has paid for 
everything as they went. 

This difference might be expected. Trea 
son has always been defined by the laws of 
every country as the highest of all crimes 
Before that crime, which would involve all 
in war and bring about the desolation of 
hearthstones, and turn the hand of brother 
against brother, all others sink into insig- 
nificance. The wisdom of ages has stigma- 
tized it as beyond all others. That awful 
crime once committed, men will not hesitate 
at such lesser acts as ravishment, murder 
and robbery. The robbing of banks and 
the stealing cf tin cups would bo indeed a 
strange point of hesitation after treason. 
It is part and parcel of the wickedness they 
have engaged in, and their crimes, all heaped 
,in a common mass, unite to constitute that 
one vile and corrupt monster called treason . 



**^-We call attention to the address of 
the Legislature to the people of Kentncky 
It presents in one broad view, and with as 
much temperance as the subject would ad- 
mit, the history of the invasion of the State 
At one comprehensive glance, we see 
gathered into a focus the whole history of 
the acts of aggression that have turned our 
State into the theater for contending armies 
It is there recorded by those who have the 
facts before them, and the majesty of Ken 
lucky calls upon her children to rue. We 
cannot read the history of the invasion, the 
conclusive proof of the determination of the 
Confederate States to override our borders, 
and to treat with contempt both Tennessee 
and Kentucky, without a blush of shame. 

It is true that loyal Tennessee never in- 
tended to invade this State. Her people 
and ours are united, although her people are 
powerless; and, doubtless, the Commission 
ers came in good faith, to act and to aid us 
in preserving peace. The report shows that 
even while the ‘ Peace” Commissioners from 
Tennessee were present, and professing an 
earnest desire to preserve the neutraliiy cf 
Kentucky, the armies cf the Confederate 
States were 6warmiag into our borders. 

Will Kentucky remain quiet under this 
wicked invasion or will she not arise and 
reseat the insult? The State appeals to her 
sons to arise and defend her. We do not 
believe that there will be a neighborhood in 
which they will cot spring to arms, prompt, 
ready, and determined. 

The General Government is doing its part, 
and Kentucky will do hers. In the name 
of all that is dear to U3 in memory or hope, 
let us draw the sword and throw away the 
scabbard. This is no time for hesitation or 
equivocation. The torch is at our houses, 
and already onr fields are oppressed and 
devastated by hostile armies.

“The cost, of transportation to the place 
of rendezvous (which will be hereafter des- 
ignated) as well as the cost of subsisting the 
troops previous to their being mustered iato 
the service, will be paid by the Government.

ADDnESS 

—OF THE— 

LEGISLATURE 

—TO THE— 

People of Kentucky. 



In this extraordinary crisis, we deem it a 
duty we, your representatives, owe to you 
and ourselves, to say a few words to you, 
as to the condition of the Commonwealth, 
and the duties we have been called upon to 
perform. 

We have ardently desired peace, and 
hoped to save Kentucky from the calamities 
of war. When the Federal authorities 
deemed it necessary to employ force in self- 
defense, and to execute the laws of the 
Government, we assured our Southern 
neighbors of our purpose not to take up 
arms voluntarily against them, notwith- 
standing their wicked attempt to destroy the 
Government, from which we and our fathers 
have received the greatest benefits. Every 
effort was made, both before and after the 
employment of force, to effect some compro- 
mise and settlement that would restore the 
Union and prevent the effusion of blood. 

The Federal Government did not insist 
upon our active aid in furnishing troops, 
seeming content if we obeyed the laws and 
executed them upon our own soil. Those 
engaged in rebellion, however, with hypo- 
critical professions of friendship and re- 
-peot, planted camps of soldiers all along 
our southern border; seized, by military 
power, the stock on our railroad within 
their reach, in defiance of chartered rights; 
impudently enlisted soldiers upon our scil 
for their camps, whom they ostentatiously 
inarched through their territory. They 
made constant raids into this State; robbed 
ub of our property; insulted our people; 
seized some of our oitizens, and carried 
them away, as prisoners, into the Confed- 
erate States. Our military was demoralized 
by ihe treachery of its chief officer in com- 
mand, and many of his subordinates, until 
it became more an arm of the Confederate 
States than a Guard of the State of Ken- 
tucky. Thus exposed to wrongs and 
indignities, with no power prepared to 
prevent or resent them, some of the citizens 
of this State formed camps under the 
Federal Government, for the defense and 
protection of the State of Kentucky. What- 
ever might have been thought of the policy 
once, recent events have proved that they 
were formed none too soon. 

In this condition we found Kentucky 
when the Legislature met, on the first Mon- 
day in September. We still hoped to avoid 
war oa our own soil. We were met by 
assurances from the President of the Con- 
federate States that our position should be 
respected; but the ink was scarcely dry 
with which the promise was written, when 
we were startled by the news that our soil 
was invaded, and towns in the southwest of 
our State occupied by Confederate armies. 
The Governor of Tennessee disavowed the 
aot, and protested his innocence of it. His 
commissioners at Frankfort professed the 
same innocence of the admitted wrong; but 
our warniugs to leave were only answered 
by another invasion in the southeast of the 
State, and a still more direet and deadly 
assauit upon the very heart of the State by 
way of the Nashville road. These sudden 
irruptions of such magnitude, skillfully 
directed, show that the assault on Kentucky 
was preconcerted, prepared and intended 
long before. The excuses made for any of 
them but add insult to injury. We shall 
not repeat them. They are but excuses for 
acts intended, without any excuse. 

The purpose is to remove the theater cf 
the war from the homes of those who wick- 
edly originated it to those of Kentucky, and 
to involve this State in the rebellion. This 
purpose appeared to be well understood ia 
the seceded State?. They need the territory 
of Kentuoky, and are determined to have it, 
if ir must be by blood and conquest. 

Thus forced into war, we had no choice 
but to call on the strong arms and brave 
hearts of Kentuoky to expel the invader 
from our soil, and to call for the aid of the 
Federal Government, as we had a right to 
do under the Federal Constitution. 

Our foes would dictate terms to a brave 
people, upon which we can have peace. We 
are required to join them in their unwar- 
ranted rebellion, become accessory to their 
crimes, and consent to sacrifice the last 
hope of permanently upholding republican 
institutions, or meet their invasions as it 
becomes Kentuckians. 

We believe we have done our duty to a 
chivslric people, who have forborne long, 
but will never fail, as a last resort, to resent 
an injury and punish an insult. We should 
hold ourselves unworthy to represent you, 
if we had done less. The only error, we 
fear is, that we have not been as prompt, 
you may think, as the occasion demanded. 

Thrice have the revolutionists appealed 
to the ballot-box in this State, and thrice 
have the people expressed, by overwhelm- 
ing majorities, their determination to stand 
by the Union and its Government. They 
have not been active in this war, not from 
indifference, or want of loyalty, but in the 
hope of better promoting a restoration of 
the Union, and checkicg the rebellion by 
that course. Our hope of an amicable 
adjustment, and a desire for peace, led us 
to forbear, until forbearance has ceased to 
be a virtue. The attempt to destroy the 
Union of these States we believe to be 
a crime, not only against Kentucky, 
but against all mankind. But up to 
this time we have left to others 

to vindicate, by arms, the integrity of the 
Government, The Union is not only as- 
sailed now, hut Kentucky is herself threat- 
ened with subjugation by a lawless usurpa- 
tion. The invasion is carried on with a 
ruthless destruction of property, and the 
lives and liberties of our people, that 
belongs only to savage warfare. 

We have no choice but action — prompt 
and decided. Let us show the insolent 
invaders that Kentucky belongs to Ken- 
tuckians, and that Kentucky valor will vin- 
dicate Kentucky’s honor. We were unpre- 
pared because unsuspecting. An insolent 
and treacherous invader tells the people 
that their legislators have betrayed them; 
and he comes with fire and sword to correct 
their error, by a crusade against property, 
liberty and life. 

YouDg men of Kentucky, to arms! to 
protect the home of your fathers, mothers 
and sisters. Sound the tocsin on every hill 
and in every valley, until Kentucky shall 
drive the insolent invader from her soil.

Letter from the Month of Salt River. 

Fort Pope, West Poiet, » 
Sept. 25, 1561. j 
Messrs . H-ucrrr. Hughes A Co: 

Gentlemen: Since onr arrival here I have 
not seen even a notice of cur “grand 
march;” and 1 have thought perhaps a “lit- 
tle letter” to you would not be out of place.

Captain Gettis, our Engineer, has erected 
very formidable fortifications, in the shape 
of breast works, and the artillery have 
their cannon planted commanding the town 
of West Point and the Salt river ferry. 
Captain Gettis in this was assisted by Mr. 
Gray who, your readers know, has been 
identified with the Engineer Department of 
Louisville. 

Yin Armstrong, of West Point, gave as a 
true Kentucky reception, and when Capt. 
Gibson haa planted on the point over our 
batteries the flag of our country, he joined 
in hearty good earnest with the boys giving 
three cheers for the old flag. 

Judge Bullitt and Henry C. McDowell are 
here, and have been very efficient in the 
discharge of picket and guard duty. 

A company reached here last night from 
Indiana, near Jeffersonville; also Captain 
Knapp’s artillery of New Albany, who have 
planted batteries on the Indiana side, com- 
manding the mouth of Salt river. 

Now, a word for our gallant Quartermas- 
ter, Bob A. Hamilton, who has arranged 
things in his department admirably, and 
we have almost Galt House fare; and when 
any one complains, which is seldom, he 
tells them he will send op for the Galt 
House stewards and Capt. Miller. Mr. 
Hamilton is assisted by Mr. Jas. Wheeler, 
and all goes on like clock work. More anon.

TROOPS GOING TO MEET ZOLLICOF F E R— T UK 

REBELS IN SOUTHERN KENTUCKY— FAST DAY 

-ARREST OF JAMES B. CLAY. 

[Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gdzetta]. 

Frankfort, Sept. 26. 

Fifteen hundred troops moved from Camp 
Dick Robinson for the mountains, and 
camped last night on the other side of Crab 
Orchard, about seventy miles from the 
rebels, who have fallen back to Cumberland. 
Ford, fifteen miles from Barboorsville. The 
United States troops are the mountain boys, 
with Colonel Garrard at their head. 

He knows the country well, and is a fight- 
ing man. 

The rebel Colonel who was killed was 
Powell, one of their best men. He was 
leading them at Barboursville. It is very 
certain that the greatest part of their in- 
fantry flatly refused to take part in the 
fight. 

The Legislature did not transact any busi- 
ness to day in respect to fast day. It was 
generally observed here. 

James B. Clay and fifteen comrades have 
been arrested, and are at Camp Robinson. 
His arrest gives great joy here. 

gff^The Cairo correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer, under data of the 25th 
inst , says: 

Next to Cairo, Paducah is the most im- 
portant point in this region now in posses- 
sion of our troops. It would not be proper 
to give the number cf men there, even if it 
could be done with any degree of exactness: 
but it is believed that they are sufficient to 
successfully resist a force of 40,060. Strong 
intrenchments have bean rapidly thrown 
up, and the town is protected at all points 
by heavy artillery. Tae troops are ea-

bridge of boa s has been built opposite the 
encampment, formed by anchoring coal data 
lengthwise with the river, within a short 
distance of each other, and crossing them 
with a plank, road.

Messrs. Harvet, Huonsi Sc Co.: 

Gentlemen : This morning *‘ that odious 
gsg law” came up in the House. The ee’eci 
committee to whom the matter was referred 
presented a substitute. Mr. Huston offered 
several amendments embracing pretty nearly 
the provisions of the original bill, and 
accompanied them with a very able argu. 
ment, showing that the State had power 
to define and punieh acts against the 
State, even though the General Gov- 
ernment had passed* laws punishing for 
the same offense. He quoted from 5‘.h 
Wheat., Houston vs. Mon., 16, Peters 
Prigg vs. Penn., and a case in 16, B. M. 

Judge Underwood argued against the 
constitutionality of the act. Several 
speeches were made, I understand, but I did 
not hear them, as I was obliged to leave in 
order to write my letter in time for the 
mail. The substitute finally passed. You 
will see it in the regular proceedings. 

I see a great many reports concerning the 
whereabouts of John C. Breckinridge, and 
for the information of the public I will 
state that I have it from the most reliable 
authority that he is at Hazel Green, in 
Wolfe county, at the head of about 1,000 
men. Wm. C. Preston is in Bath county, 
on his farm, with some two or three hundred 
men. We have it reported here that Eon 
Andrew Johnson is in Owingsville, in Bath 
county, surrounded by the rebels, who swear 
that they will take him, but he will be 
defended by the Home Guards and the no 
brush boys of old Bath, and they swear that 
not a hair of his head shall be harmed. 

Col. Grigsby, aided by Major Hurt, aro 
raising a regiment to be stationed at the 
Olympian Springs, in Bath county. They 
6ay that they will have 1,600 men by Satur 
day night, and all they ask is that the mili- 
tary board furniBh them with arms and the 
necessary means, and they wiil have the 
crack regiment of the State. It will be 
composed of men who have been used to the 
rifle from their boyhood and who know no 
danger. 

It is uncertain when the Legislature will 
adjourn. From the condition of our State, 
I don’t thing it prudent for them to adjourn 
at all. It acts as a check upon our Union 
loving Governor, and deprives him of follow 
ing in the footsteps of his particular friend 
and hfeum, Claib. Jackson.

Distress in Richmond — Dr. Wilson, 
from Richmond, says that much distress 
prevails in and about the city, particularly 
for the want of the common necessaries of 
life, and much dissatisfaction ou the part of 
many onoe prosperous and influential citi- 
zens of the city. In the first plaoe, nearly 
all of the hotels are occupied throughout by 
the sick and wounded, the nurses and med- 
ical staff, and a large proportion of the 
oases were very difficult of successful treat- 
ment. The doctor had occasion several 
times to pass through the wards allotted to 
the -Florida regiment, of whom there were 
nearly four hundred down with the measles 
and typhoid fever. One obstacle in the way 
of the successful practice of the physicians 
was the difficulty of providing pure and 
genuine medicines, and quinine, so exten 
sively used, could not be purchased for less 
than eight dollars per dunce . — Philadelphia 
Press. * 

From Richmond — A gentleman who left 
Richmond, Va , a week ago last Wednes- 
day, informs us there are not more than five 
thousand troops, all told, in that city. A 
large number of Virginians and Missippians 
had been Bent to North Carolina. The 
Confederates distrust the loyalty of the 
North Carolina troops, and it was concluded 
to keep them in Virginia. 

Our informant says provisions are very 
scaroe in Richmond. Bacon was selling at 
thirty- five cents per pound. The principal 
supplies had been procured through Ken- 
tucky.

And the Committee have been unabie to come to the 
conclusion thv. Congress has transcended any of Its 
powers in the imposition of the tax referred to, but be 
this as it may, that question Is one to be settled akne 
by the courts and not Dy the Legls ature. 

And tb* question may now be -sked, has not the con- 
duct of those who com plain of this tax, aud that of those 
witu whom they propose to co-operate, rendered the 
Legists ure. impo-tng this taw, necessary to protect the 
Union from the assault made upon It br the seceded 
States, wuos* army ia at this moment in sigh* of and 
beleaguering tne national capital, and threatening the 
existence and security of the national archive-’ And 
again, because Kentucky herself, notwithstanding all 
h r persistent efforts to keep out uf this unnatural war. Is 
at tMs moment invaded by at least three separate 
columns of Conf: derate troe»>s, a portion of their terri- 
tory seized and unjustifiably held by them, her public 
works destroyed, her towns sacked and burn -d, and her 
people harrassei, driven from their homes and others 
slaughtered, i'or these deeds there Is no Justlfica'lon 
or palliation; and Inasmuch as this titate is assaulted 
with a view to its conquest, she has a right to the pro- 
tection of the National Government and al! the loyal 
State- and people, and will cheet fully meet her share 
of the c sts uecessary to defend her soil and the liberty 
of the citizens. This has been made necessary by no act 
of the majority of the neople of Kentucky, but has be- 
come so by the unlawful and unjustifiable invasion of 
her soil by tbe armies of the seceded btates, whose peo- 
ple we have never injured or In any manner designed to 
molest, and with whom we desired to live on terms cf 
fraternity and peace, and would yet desire to so live, if 
permitted to do so on honorab'e conditions 

And lastly, it cannot be that Kentuckians wi’l allow 
sordid considerations to intervene when their loyalty to 
a Government from which they have received so many 
ble-slngs Is In danger. But were they to be unmindful 
of their duty, to honor, and the memory of past bless- 
ings, and allow such considerations to control their ac- 
tion, the re would be do need of speculation upon this 
sublect. The United 8tates aud the Confederate States 
have both levied taxes for the support of the existing 
war; and the contrast between the taxes levied bv each

Cincinnati, Sept. 27. — The 35th Ohio 
regiment took possession of Cynthian», Ky , 
last night. The 14th Ohio crossed the river 
this morning and took the Kentuoky Cen- 
tral road for the interior. 

A physician of this city, just returned 
from the South, says that blockading equad. 
rons have taken possession of Mississippi 
City, at the mouth of Pearl river, on the 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico. It is a com- 
manding position on the boundary line of 
Mississippi and Alabama, vessels from 
Mobile Bay having to pass by it through 
Ship Island Harbor and LakeBorgue, on the 
Lake Ponohartrain route to New Orleans. 
On the day this gentleman left Nashville it 
was reported there that the blockading 
squadron had taken possession of all im- 
portant points on the TexaB coast. 

Cairo, Sept. 26 — A special dispatch to 
the Chicago Times says Captain Stewart’s 
cavalry of 75 men to-day encountered 40 se 
cession cavalry at Lucas Bend, whom they 
pursued to Jeff Thomphson’s cam]), at Be!, 
mont. Four Secessionists were killed and 
many wounded. The remainder escaped. 
Our troops captured all the guns and pistols 
they coaid bring away with them. No 
Felerals were injured.

St Louis, Sent. 27. — The following will 
appear in tho Democrat of to-morrow : 

Just before leaving the city, Gen. Fremont 
wrote a letter to a friend in New York, as 
follows : 

8t Louis, Sept. 26:h, 1861. 

My Dear Sib : I leave at 8 in. the morn- 
ing and send you this hurried note ia ihe 
midst ot the last arrangement before start- 
ing. We have to contend with an enemy 
having no forts to garrison, no lines of trans 
port&tion to defend or guard, whose whole 
force cau be turned at will to any one point, 
while we have from Leavenworth to Cairo 
and from Fort Scott to Paducah to keep 
protected. I want to say to you that, 
though the position is difficult, I cm compe- 
tent to it. The enemy iu the fisld I am not 
able at the same time to attend to with the 
enemy at home. It is a shame to the 
country (hat an effber going to the field, his 
life in his hand, solely actuated by the 
desire to serve his country and win for him 
self its good opinion, with no other object, 
should te destroyed by a system of con- 
certed attacks utterly without foundation 
Charges are spoken cf where there are no 
charge! ; explanations where there are none 
to be made. What is the object of these 
reflections — these false ideas ? To familiar 
ize the public mind to the idea that some- 
thing is wrong. Already our credit, which 
was good, ia shaken in consequence of 
newspaper intimations of my being re- 
moved. Money is now dsmanded by those 
furnishing supplies. To defend myself now 
would require the time that is necessary to 
and belongs to my duty against tha enemy. 
If permi’.ted by the country, this state of 
things will not fail to bring on disasters; but 
I never shou’d have been attacked in the ca 
pacity I occupy. I am an exponent of a part 
of the forces of the nation, directed against 
the enemy of the country. Every h.ngthatis 
directed against me is directed against the 
country, and gives its enemy aid and com- 
fort. My private character comes in only 
incidentally. This is the foundation of 
many cf my acts, and will be, if I stay here. 
Everything that hurts, impedes or embar- 
rasses the work, I strike at without h«sita- 
tion. I take the consequences The worst 
that can happen to me is relief from great 
labor. Yours truly, J. C. Fremont. 

Washington, Sept 27. — Paymaster Gal- 
lagher has been released Jrom arrest, hav- 
ing given 8a:iefaciorily security to tho 
Government for the settlement of his ac- 
count. 

As the old edition of the army regulations 
heretofore used, have become valueless on 
account of important modifications and 
changes made by recent acts of Congress, 
an order haB been issued for its revision 
and publication for the use of the army 

The 6chocner Wm Allen, from New York, 
loaded with hay, arrived at Alexandria.

Washinonon, September 27 — The steamer 
Yankee arrived at the navy yard to-day 
without being molested by the rebel batte- 
ries at Freestone Point, which is about 
twenty-five miles below Washington The 
battery is represented as being a large one, 
with the rebel flag permanently flying. It 
is thought by officers attached to the Poto- 
mac flotilla that there are other forts or 
batteries between Freestone Point and 
Acquia Creek that are as yet concealed by 
the trees, which are thick along the shore. 

Washington, Sept. 27.— A epecial die 
pitch to the Post says the enemy’s forces on 
the Potomac have made another important 
movement A large force is now coacen 
trating at Occcquan river, 20 miles belor 
Alexandria, ptobably for the purpose of 
checking any flank movement of the Feder- 
eral tops upen their position at Manassa*. 

Great activity prevails in the Federal 
and rebel camps, but whether a conflict is 
at hand or not it is impossicle to determine. 

Atchison, Mo., Sept. 27. — Atchison is 
now the eastern terminus of the Overland 
Mail, and not 8t. Joseph, as formerly. All 
the letters intended to go by Pony Express 
should be sent here. The coaches arrive 
and depart regularly. 

Major Bridger, guide to the scouting 
party through ihe mountains west of Den- 
ver, strived here last night, and reports 
that the route from Denver west to Salt 
Lake is a perfectly feasible one, and will 
shorten the distance from 200 to 275 miles; 
and also the route from this city to Denver 
can be shortened 130 miles, and be greatly 
improved, by changing it down to the north 
bank of the Republican. 

Boston, Sept. 27. — Senator Wilson, Col. 
of the 22d Massachusetts regiment, was to- 
day presented with an elegant sword, by 
the in.peotors of the Boston custom house. 

The sloop Mohican report3 that the frig- 
ate Constitution sailed from Loordo, Aug. 
lltb, for home. 

The steamers San Jacinto, Mystio and 
Sumpter sailed fer home on the 18th of 
August. 

The steamship Relief would sail for 
home in a few days. 

St. Louis, Sep*. 27 — Gen. Fremont and 
part cf his staff left for Jefferson City this 
afternoon. 

Reports reached here to-night that Gen. 
Pricb has dismounted all his horsemen ex- 
cept four regiments, and is organizing his 
army for a determined Btand against Gen 
Fremont.

From Yesterday's “ Evening News.” 

Washington, SepL 26. — A Herald dis- 
patch eaye: The steamer Delaware arrived 
at the Navy Yard this noon with a body of 
marines from Philadelphia. The Captain 
reports that the battery at Freestone Point 
vras unmasked when he passed it this morn 
ing, the woods having been all cleared away, 
and that it opened upon him, firing about 
seven shots, none of which took effect. 
They were ail good line shots, but fell short 
or went over. Two just grazed his deck 
Capt. C&mon says about fifty vessels passed 
the battery up and down, but none wore 
fired at except the Delaware.. 

From the disclosures of a rebel officer it 
is ascertained that the battery at Freestone 
Point is commanded by H. J. Harf stein, 
formerly commander in the United States 
navy, and that there are batteries on the 
Virginia side of the Potomac every two end 
a half miles from Occoquan to Mathias 
Point. The river is now considered by 
naval 'fficera as effectually closed, and our 
Potom:.c 11 villa is insufficient to clear it of 
the numerous butenes upon its banks. A 
land force is indispensably necessary, and 
it is believed that within a few days, per- 
haps a few hears, the rebels will attempt to 
cross the lower Potomac in Maryland. 
They will meet with a warm reception, but 
it may be necessary to strengthen our forces 
in that direction. 

The World's dispatch says a flag of truce 
crossed the Potomac at Elward’s Ferry on 
some 'rivial subject, but the sentinels dis 
covered that one man in the boat W3S 
sounding the liver. The rebels were placed 
under arrest. Yesterday & Lieutenant de- 
serted 'rem one cf our regiments on the 
upper Potomac and went over to the rebels, 
giving them, it is supposed, full informa 
tion. 

The Tribune's dispatch eays Sherman’s 
expedition to the rouihern coast will sail 
within three veehs at the furthered. 15 or 
20 regiments will have the privilege of 
going t o Charleston, as the principal officers 
in the ccmmaiid believe, or to Mobile or 
New OrleRLs, as others corjecture. 

Gen. Viol’s biigade of five regiments, 
now in camp hero, will form a part of the 
force, ami will go to Fort Monroe to sail 
thence in a few days. Gen. Sherman will 
not strike the only blow on the seaboard. 

Rochester, N. Y. f September 27 — A 
destructive break occurred this forenoon in 

the high embankment at the old of 

the Erie caral at Holley. The whole 
embatkment was swept away. The bottom 
of the canal had also gone out to the depth 
of eighty feet. DamB will be constructed 
at the junction cf the old canal, which will, 
probably, take two or three days, and nav- 
igation tan then be resumed. It is feared 
that the track of the Niagara Falls railroad 
is dan aged, and a grist mill destroyed.

(Correspondence of the St. Louis Republican.] 

Somerset, Pulaski county, Ry., 1 
September 19, 1861. 

It is a'rrost midnight, but I must drop 
you a lire to let you know what is trans- 
piring in this region of Kentucky. 

I stopned last night within a few miles of 
Camp Dick F.obinson, about which camp 
the disunion papers have used so much 
slang. I saw a number of officers and men 
direcily from the camp, from whom 1 learned 
seme facts about it. Gen. Thomas has 
taken command of the forces, and relieved 
Gen. Nelson. Gen. Thomas is second in 
oommand to Gen Anderson, and is said to 
be a very superior officer From all I can 
learn there ore about 8,000 troops in this 
camp Many of them are well drilled 
About 2,000 of them are fugitives from East 
Tennessee, who a r e as pure patriots as ever 
lived They are unwilling to be enslaved 
by despotism ani misrule. They have 
learned freedom from their mountain homes; 
they can never be enslaved. They remind 
me of the Puritans of New England, who 
had rather suffer an honorable death than 
live die honor able lives. 

On the road to day we met a large number 
cf persons on their way to join the Union 
army at Camp Robinson. They were 
mostly from Lincoln, Pulaski and Wayne 
counties. These counties, as well as some 
twenty others in the northeaetern part of 
the 8tate, are almost a unit for the Union 
Almost every other man in this region has 
either gone, or is getting ready to go, to 
join the army to repel the ruthless invaders 
from cur soil. It was cheering to me to 
meet so many of them to-day, on their way 
to the army, and I could but say in my 
heart. God bless the brave defenders of try 
State! Many of the secessionists about 
here say they cannot fight against their 
State, even if Breckinridge, Magoffin & Co. 
do desire them to do it. There is to be a 
day of reckoning with these men who have 
been trying to induoe their followers in 
Kentucky to rebel againet their own State 
and Government. 

Rumor eays that a company of three 
huudiei cava ryfrom Zoilico^er’s command 
m arcbefi to Linden yesterday, captured one 
hundred Home Guards with their arms, 
and murdered one or two innocent men and 
quartered in their houses. The outrages by 
these rebels are most shocking. 

Nearly all the banks in this part of the 
State have removed their gold to other 
regions for safety. This was a wise step. 
The rebels have come to Kentucky to rob 
and plunder our banks, but they will not 
find much money in any of them. 

Rbalizixo tiieir Crimes. — T he Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Preee, September 18, gives the following: 

Intelligence from the revolted States gives 
the assurance that the conspirators are 
gradually realizing the character of their 
enormous crimes. They sit in gloomy coun- 
cil at Richmond, glaring into each others’ 
faces like men who have committed a great 
murder. Although they have not yet con- 
fessed to their infamy, all their actions are 
admissions of their guilt. They feel that, 
after beginning the war upon a generous 
and indulgent country without a shadow of 
pretext, they next proceeded with that war 
amid inconceivable villainy and reckless- 
ness. What they are to do to- save them- 
selves is the ooustant question they put to 
each other. They cannot fail to see that if 
they venture a battle they risk a defeat, and 
if they wait, they die of the disease that 
breaks down every movement that carries in 
it the seeds of its own destruction. Before 
them stands an indignant country, with up 
raised arm to strike, and around them a 
betrayed and beggared people, who alter- 
nate between terror at the doom precipitated 
upon them by infamous men, and anger and 
bvrrcr cf tltir dtetivers.
